Do net be a slave 
to a text book. Seep the child in the 
atmosphere of the best language, and 
do not quibble about petty things.

WEBRE43, the public school system 


of Pennsylvania has long since outgrown 
the original act under which it was estab- 
lished, and whereas the progress in educa-

tional thought w not reflected in our p 
ent legislative provisions, therefore, we 
most earnestly request the members of the 
legislature to taue immediate steps to 
secure the appointment of a commission 
whose business it shall be to study tho

While this pest infests a great many 
iffarent kinds of plants it is not true 
lat itat'aeksmost or even maiy of 
ur native plants, forest tiess or 
irubs. Its depreJations a-e eonflaed 
Imost entirely to woody plant», a!- 
hough we have recently S'eu it upon 
IB tomato. The extent of infestation 
r amount of ir j jry depends to a great 
egree upon the kind of tree or shrub 
ttacked, and upm the amount of gen- 
ral infestation or abundance of tbe 
att in the immediate vicinity. Upon 
cm? p'aits, such as the grape vise, it 
will not generally be so abundant as 
jo become the cause of alarm, yet at a 
ertain place in Lwcaster 
county 


rhere large app'e trees have been 
illed by this pest and naarly all 
rult trees were infested by it we 
aw grape vines killed by its attacks 


they were climbing over infest- 


d paaeh trees. Had the vines not 
teen in such close contact with a tree 
pon which the scale multiplies so 
apidly, they would not have been so 
eriously attacked. 
A. mere list of 


lants that have been known to be 
nfested does not give much useful in- 
ormatlon for the reason thatitifois 
ot express the degree of injury to 
rhich each particular kind ol plant is 
uaceptible.

ICE FOR HEATING. 


One of the Oddities of Our Modern 


Civilization. 


The use of ice for heating purposes 


Is one of the oddities of our modern 
ilvilization. Often it happens that a 
train carrying fruit from the south to 
the northern market encounters a cold 
spell while en route. If the tempera- 
ture goes below a certain point the per- 
ishable merchandise will be ruined. 
But such a misfortune may be prevent- 
ed by covering the fruit car with a 
coat of ice, a thing easily accomplished 
by turning a hose upon it and allowing 
the water to freeze until tbe whole ve- 
hicle is enveloped in a glassy and glit- 
tering blanket. 


It may, indeed, be appropriately call- 


ed a blanket, inasmuch as it prevents 
the radiation of heat from the interior 
of the car. The ice being a good non- 
conductor the warmth is retained and 
the fruit, or possibly it may be vegeta- 
bles, goes on its way unspoiled even 
by zero weather. 


Cars used for transporting oranges 


and other fruit from California to the 
east are often provided nowadays with 
large cylindrical "ice stoves," as they 
might be called, at each end, which 
while useful in summer time for re 
frigeration, are fllled with ice during 
a cold spell in winter. When the tern 
perature outside is at zero or below 
the ice, at 32 degrees F., is compara- 
tively warm, and thus the "stoves" de- 
scribed act as heaters.

Fill 
Parents' 


Minds With Prejudice, But In Spite 


of 
Opposition the 
Law Is Being 


Enforced In Thousands of Schools. 
Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, state commis- 


sioner 01. health, hits given out the 
following interview in reterence to the 
enforcement oi tbe vaccination law: 


"While tho United States govern- 


ment licenses and holds under super- 
vision lie vaccine laims ot the coun- 
try in order that our people may have 
vaccine virus produced in the purest 
state lor protection against the most 
tenible and loathsome disease known 
to man. and while the Prussian empire 
by compulsory vaccination has practi- 
cally exterminated small-pox, the great 
state oi Pennsylvania has depended 
largely on the intelligence ol her peo- 
ple to guard against the disease by 
voluntaiy vaccination. 


"To the credit ot our citizens this 


precaution has been widely taken, but 
the 17,000 cases oi" small-pox that have 
occurred in Pennsylvania during the 
last few years, and which have given 
this state a black mark among her 
sister commonwealths, show the need 
o£ enforcing the laws that have been 
passed by our legislatures 
for 
the 


purpose of getting our people vacci- 
nated. 


"One of these laws, the act of June 


18, IDOo, provides that our children in 
the schools 
must all be vaccinated, 


and that if the paients of the children 
refuse to permit their children and 
the 
community to be thus 
guarded 


against small-pox such children shall 
not be permitted 10 attend the schools. 


Thousands Being Vaccinated. 


"While thousands of school children 


throughout the state are being vacci- 
nated with the consent of their par- 
ents, who desire to protect their lit- 
tle ones against the ravages of small- 
pox, I am ashamed to say that cer- 
tain men p,re going about the state 
seeking for self-advertisement to in- 
cite the ignorant against vaccination 
and to influence our school teachers 
to become law-breakers. 


"The wildest literature is circulated 


depicting alleged horrors of vaccina- 
tion. In some districts you will find 
that the death of nearly every child 
in the community is being laid to vac- 
cination. 


Danger of Small-pox. 


"I realize how a parent'will oppose 


the vaccination of his child when the 
mind of such parent has been filled 
with blind prejudice and ignorant su- 
perstition. If this parent could only 
realize the crime he or she commits 
against the child by leaving it exposed 
to the horrors ol fcmall-pox.

pox. 


' Tluse are facts, and, therefore, the 


vacniialion law is wise when it re- 
quites that unvaccinated childien shall 
be debarred Irom school in the rural 
dibtiict as well as the crowded city." 


A Strong Personal Plea. 


The lollowmg letter has been sent 


by Health Commissioner Dkon to a 
leading 
citizen of a district where 


anti vaccinatiomsts have stirred up op- 
position to the emorceinent of the law: 


My Dear Sir—The fact that your 


people 
are 
misguided worries 
me 


much. They do not realize how I sym- 
pathize with those who are in immi- 
nent danger and yet reluse to protect 
themselves. They seem to be crazed 
on vaccination, winch tact is inconsist- 
ent with their iaith in antitoxin for 
diphtheria, demonstrated by the fact 
that they receive irom one hand of 
the commonwealth the antitoxin which 
is produced in the horse, while they 
refuse to accept Irom the other hand 
of this state v accine which is pro- 
duced from the cow. 


This aloue convinces me that their 


minds have been poisoned by some 
charlatan's statements I wish I could 
influence them to listen to tho facts

convinced the medical 


profession of the groat blessing that 
vaccination has been to humanity. 


Unchain 
the 
horrible 
monster— 


small-pox—by taking away vaccina- 
tion, and inside ol two generations our 
prosperous state would have her in- 
dustries paralyzed and her cemeteries 
overcrowded with the victims of that 
dread disease.. 


Your people say they have not had 


sraall-pox for -10 jeais. Do they ever 
stop to realize the fact that many of 
them have owned their homes for a 
longer period without having had them 
reduced to ashes by fire, and yet dur- 
tng that entire time they have teen 
wise enough to keep tip their fire in- 
surance? Why is this? Because they 
know that fue may come at any time 
and leave them homeless. 


Why, theiefore. fio they not realize 
that small-pox may come at any mo- 
ment and take away from thpm thnsc 
nearest and dearest to their hearts 
robbing them of all that is in life ti 
make them happy? 


Unjust Criticism. 


I have suffered much by having a 


people llkp yours criticise me when ' 
am working day and night to try -nd 
save their "livs. It is not pleasant to 
me to make work for myself and give 
up the comforts of a home lite at this 
age. 


Two thirds of my sttv on tins earth 


has been spent in scientific laboratory 
work, wallowing in communicable dis- 
eases to try and discover prophylac- 
tics in other diseases, such as Jenner 
found for smali-pox. and this without 
money reward. 
It is, therefore, under these circum- 


stances, discouraging to read the ar- 
ticles m >our local papers, which al- 
most incite vour people to believe that 
I delight in doing their children harm. 
This is a great mistake. I have but one 
child and she has 
been vaccinated 


about 
evorv five years of her life. 


Whv? Because I know the horrors of 
rmall-pox. the innocence of vacHna- 
tion. and its sreat preventive quality. 
Prussia has exterminated small-pox 


from 
the empire hv vaccination to 


such an extent that she has done away 
with her small-pox hospitals. 


In the Municipal Hospital in Phila- 


delphia we 
have had 9000 cases 
of 


small-pnx spreading over a series of 
venrs. during which time not a single 
doctor, nursp 01 attendant who was suc- 
cessfully vaccinated contracted small- 
pox. 


Such statistics as these I could cite 


you at great length, hut it would be 
tiresome. 
Where vaccination is not 


carried on v.-e sst the opposite result. 
In the citv of Valparaiso Chile, thT? 
were 11 000 r-isps of small-pox durina; 
the year of 1905, with more than 50CO 
deaths. 
During the last half of the 


year 1S9I the record of deaths from

in the United States of 


, America was 606, of which number 404 
I were charged to our own state. 
, 
You ask if time cannot be given be- 


fore legal action is taken to punish 


I those who d"fv the beneficent law to 
1 pniard the health ot our people in this 


commonwealth. The resistance to vac- 
cination alone demonsrrat "s the im- 
portance of bavins a law \p require 
the vaccination of those whvVlesire to 
take advantage of the schools support- 
ed by tne commonwealth.

Effects of Epidemics. 


The Inw has 
been on tbe statute 


books for ten years, during which time 
it has not been enforced, with a result 
of t\vo or ibvcc se\ere epidemics, which 
cost the state and diffeient municipali- 
ties thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars and many precious lives, indepen- 
dent of paralyzing industries in certain 
centres. 
Now notwithstanding that the new 


department has been in active exist- 
ence since June 6 there has not been 
a law suit brought by it to punish any- 
one. The perbOU made responsible for 
the executive ^ork has trusted to the 
intelligence of our people and tried to 
educate them and disabuse their minds 
of the fallacies that they have been 
taught hv the charlatan. 


From the fact that the department 


has given out on request over 450,000 
blank certificates and that it takes 
about 2000 a day to supply the present 
demand, it is evident that vaccination 
is going on most satisfactorily in the 
greater part of our community. There- 
fore, I still have hope that those m 
your community will come to their 
senrcs and take advantage ot the great 
protective — vaccination — without the 
department being forued to punish any- 
one for violating the law which was 
created for the public good. 


The law reads that no child shall be 


admitted to school without producing 
a certificate of successful vaccination, 
or of having had small-pox. Therefore, 
it is not in the power of any one in 
this form of government to set aside 
the law of the commonwealth. 


No one will ever succeed in doing 


away with a vaccination law in this 
state, leaving us a prey to one of the 
most horrible diseases that can invade 
our commonwealth. While other states 
and the federal government are pass- 
ing laws to piotect the health of their 
people we certainly will not take a step 
backward towaul the daik ages.
